direct primary.

He read, too, 
that these delegates would support 
him for the temporary chairmanship 
but will balk at the direct primary 
plank unless it is toned down. 


"The .statement that I have cousid 


ered a compromise on the direct pri 
maries plank is untrue," Roosevelt 
said. "I stand exactly where I have 
stcod, and while it is true that there 
are some up-state leaders who are 
not with us, I believe we will have 
a majority with us for dir.-ct pri- 
maries."
